The defendant, John W. Wyman, for 
answ er to the petition herein, admits 
that he holds and exercises the office 
of chief of police of the city of East 
Liverpool, Ohio, and avers that he was 
appointed to said office by the mayor 
of said city on the 3d day of Decem­ 
ber, 1903, from the classified list of the 
police departm ent of said city, and that 
said appointm ent was made according 
to the laws of said state and the ordi­ 
nances, rules and regulations of said 
city in force at the time said appoint­ 
m ent was made. 


The defendant adm its th at at the 
tim e of the taking effect of the 
act 
passed October 22. 
1902, 
commonly 
known as “the Mnnicipal Code,” the 
defendant was not a patrolm an or em­ 
ployed In any m anner in the police 
departm ent of said city; adm its that 
prior to May 4, 19**3, there had been 
no office of chief of police in said city 
and that said office was therefore va­ 
cant at the time said act took effect; 
adm its that on the 20th day of July. 
1903, the city council of said city, by 
ordinance duly passed, determined that

Local saloon keepers have been ap­ 
prehensive of the ward local option 
bill which will give the residents of 
any ward of any city in the state the 
right to demand die removal of 
sa 
loons providing the m ajority of voters 
in such ward petition it. Many of the 
tem perance people of the city axe also 
much interested In the bill, for in one 
or two wards of the city it is said that 
an effort will Ie made before 
many 
months to enforce tho provisions. T he 
hill was introduced on last Thursday 
by 
Representative Charles Bannock, 
of Clermont county, in the house of 
representatives. 
The hill provide* that it shall he un­ 
lawful to sell intoxicating liquor as a 
beverage in any ward of any city or 
village when the m ajority of qualified 
electors sign a petition to prohibit the 
sale of liquor in that ward. 
The bill 
outlines what shall l>® 
a 
sufficient 
form of petition and also defines the 
term majority of the qualified electors 
in the ward to mean the m ajority of 
registered voters in w ards having reg­ 
istration. 
The 
usual 
exception 
to 
druggists selling liquor is the same as 
provided in the Beal taw. The other 
provisions sim ilar to tile Beal law are 
as follows: 
The definition of the term 
intoxicating liquor.” tfhe tim e for re

Morley stated that th** supply of w ater 
had held out rem arkably well, and at 
the tim e the pumps resumed there was 
seven feet of the best kind of w ater 
in the reservoir. 
From now on there 
will be no lack of w ater. 
Shantytow n was the scene of buay 
operations ail of yesterday and today. 
The proprietors of houselMiats escaped 
rem arkably wadi considering the ex­ 
tent of the flood. 
Of the probably 20 
bouts anchored along the shore from 
Broadway to Jethro, only four were 
totally demolished, and but few were 
rendered uninhabitable.

were engaged today in regulating lines 
and cleaning out the* interior prepara­ 
tory to moving in, 
In tom e cases the 
contents of the boats had been taken 
out as an extra precaution, and it was 
well that they had, for none escaped 
some dam age from water.

If the working people of tho state 
of Ohio fail to secure a vast am ount of 


beneficial legislation at the hands of 
the law m akers during the present ses­ 
sion. It will not be the fault of the 
State Federation of Labor nor the leg­ 
islature them selves. 
T he 
efforts 
of 
the executive board of the latter organ­ 
ization when It m et at Columbus last 
week were moat gratifying, and will 
be productive or a great deal of good. 
Th© local m em ber of the board arrived 
home Saturday, and will m ake a de­ 
tailed report to the central labor union 
at Its next meeting. 
The executive board of 
the 
Ohio 
Federation arrived in tho city in tim e 
to cause the w ithdrawal of the already 
celebrated York bill. 
R epresentative 
York, of O ttaw a county, while a new 
mem ber of the legislature. Is by no 
m eans unknown to the working men 
of his section of the state. 
Mr. York 
la a Democrat, an attorney and repre­ 
sen ts a num ber of largo corporations. 
His bill provided th at unincorporated 
socities could be sued Just as incor­ 
porated ones may now be proceeded 
against. The m easure had one redeem ­ 
ing feature, and th at the m em bers of 
unions and other societies would hear­ 
tily endorse. 
If passed the York bill 
would render impossible for any indi­ 
vidual m em ber of a society to be sued 
on iccount of any obligation the or­ 
ganization might owe. 
For Instance, 
th ere might be lint one m em ber of a 
society who owned property and this 
Individual would, under ordinary cir- 


cum stances, be liable for any debts 
owned by the organization. The York 
bill provided th a t the society m ust be 
sued in the nam e of the soelety and 
not In the name of any person or per­ 
sons. 
W hile this can be said to the 
credit of th e author of the m easure, 
th ere are several very unsatisfactory 
features from the w orker's standpoint. 
In case of a strike, no m atter how Just 
the dem ands of the union m ight be, 
an em ployer may. under the bill,, enter 
suit and tie up the funds and property 
of the union so it would be im possible 
to carry on the fight. T his clause was 
opposed by unionists all over the state, 
and the York bill was the first given 
attention by the executive board. 
A' 
visit was paid to the legislative hail 
last Thursday morning, where an In­ 
terview was had with Mr. York. T hat 
gentlem an had introduced the m easure 
the day before, and m ade a strong 
plea in its defense when called upon 
by the board. Over an hour was spent 
with Mr. York, at the end of which 
tim e he agreed to w ithdraw it at the 
first opportunity. 
He kept his prom­ 
ise, and before the noon adjournm ent 
th*? fact that he had ever had such a 
bill before the body was but a mem­ 
ory.

TWO WARDS MAY CO DRY 


Local saloon keepers have been ap­ 
prehensive of tile ward local option 
bill which w ill give the residents of 
any ward of any city in the state the 
right to demand the removal of 
sa­ 
loons providing the majority of voters 
in such ward petition it. Many of the

Rev. Mr. W aters took issue with 
the vicar of Fenton and held th at the 
standard of m orality In the Stafford­ 
shire potteries Is as high us th at in 
any other m anufacturing district. 
He 
upheld the purity of the women and 
paid a tribute to tho honor and sta 
bilify of the men. 
Continuing, Rev. 
Mr. W eary said; 
’ Brethren, I leave the contents of 
this letter with yon. 
You a re ac­ 
quainted with the conditions in Staf­ 
fordshire; I am not. 
L et us turn to 
our own city. Exaltation cannot come 
from below. 
it 
m ust 
com e 
from 
above. 
It m ust come from the power 
behind the eternal throne. God works 
through hum an agencies in bringing 
about His blessings. 
He 
becomes 
m anifest through His children whom 
he Implores to ald Him in the exalta­ 
tion and elevation of the world. 
The 
standard of the city is in correspond­ 
ence w ith the standard of the citizens. 
Thus it relies upon each individual to 
play hia or her part in th e fulfilling of 
God’s eternal law. 
The city will nev­ 
er be exalted except through the in­ 
dividual Influence of the church m em­ 
bers. 
W e all know th a t this city is 
not as good m orally os It. m ight be, but 
in this it is not worse than oth er cit­ 
ies. 
"W e hear people say th at the sa­ 
loon ought to be abolished while oth­ 
ers m aintain th at it Is needed because 
It Is the poor m an’s club. 
The saloon 
is not elevating but it is legitim ate 
and Is recognised by the state. 
The 
saolonkeeper is in the business for the 
money he can m ake out of it and he 
knows na well ss you and I th a t It is 
not elevating, but degrading. 
It rests 
with us then to wipe out the saloon. 
As a help the state m ight be required 
to impose such a high Ik en se on the 
saloonkeeper that only honest 
men 
would be able to m aintain th e busi­ 
ness and conduct it honestly and legit­ 
imately. 
W e cannot elevate th e sa­ 
loon, th a t is certain, but we can re­ 
strict Its license and wipe out a great 
part of its evil. 
if, as som e nuy, the 
saloon Is the poor m an’s club, It is our 
duty to give bim som ething better. 
•‘Some 
people demand 
th at 
the 
opera houses be closed because they 
are not At places to visit. 
Brethren, 
I know many Godly, C hristian men 
and women who m ake their honest 
living on the stage In plays th a t can 
harm no one. 
Shall the houses of 
am usem ent therefore be wiped out en­ 
tirely because there are some plays 
that are degrading? 
It is in your 
hands. 
Refuse to patronize the de­ 
grading in the dram a and It will die 
out. 
Patronize only those plays which 
elevate and teach a lesson and you 
will be doing som ething far greater 
than eradicating the honest perform ­ 
ance of high dram atic art. 
W ipe out 
the evil and replace it with the good.1’ 
The rector spoke of the many excel­ 
lent men and women who work In the 
pottery plants, and said he had never 
met with anything but courtesy among 
them. 
The worst form of evil in the 
potteries, in his opinion, was profane 
language from the lips of boys.

EXPECTED THIS 8ES8I0H

the legislature as to their attitu d e in 
regard to a num ber of m easures for 
the benefit of labor in the state. 
A 
conference was arranged betw een the 
board and the labor com m ittee of both 
house and senate. 
It w as decided to 
m eet in one of the com m ittee rooms 
of the state house In the evening, and 
when the men assem bled there was 
a 
good 
representation 
from 
both 
houses. 
During the afternoon of Thursday 
the executive board held a m eeting 
at th eir hotel, and the several m eas­ 
ures which It. was proposed to present 
to the legislature were shaped up. The 
list is not long, but the benefits to the 
wage earner will be very great in case 
the effort to have, them enacted into 
laws Is successful. 


Im portant m atters for the protection 
of life and limb. 
The text of the bill 
will be in shape to fram e w ithin 
a 
short tim e, and It is thought will he 
one of the m ost com plete ever drawn. 
W hile the eight hour law as applied 
to all state, county and municipal em 
ployes has been a dead le tter in Ohio 
for several years, 
owing to the su­ 
prem e court having declared it uncon 
stitutional, it is now hoped th at

m easure can be put through which will 
hold w ater. 
The state of K ansas has 
adopted and enforced an eight hour 
law. 
The courts of th at state have 
declared it constitutional

particular, and a copy of th e K ansas 
law will be secured for consideration 
at the hands of the Ohio law m akers. 
The Ohio Federation w ent on record 
as being in favor of a sm all school 
hoard elected a t large; 
a minimum 
salary for teachers of $40 per m onth; 
free school hooks and a higher levy 
for the public schools.

tees lasted for several hours, and ’when 
it had ended the m em bers were thor 
oughly acquainted w ith the 
several 
m atters they will he asked 
to 
pass 
upon. 
First in the list was m entioned 
a convict labor law. A m easure of this 
character has been prepared by Sena­ 
tor Pollock, of Stark county, and it 
was carefully inspected by the board 
before the conference. The provisions 
were in every way satisfactory to the 
representatives of labor, and was en 
dorsed by them just as it had been 
framed. 
The bill will be introduced 
by Senator Pollock w ithin a few days. 
The Stark county man also has a 
m easure m aking it m andatory on the 
part of physicians 
to 
report every 
birth coming under the notice to the 
health departm ent, to be made a m at­ 
ter of record by It. 
The intent of the 
new law is to go through the sam e pro­ 
cedure with refernce to births as 
is 
now in effect covering a record 
of 
deaths. 
So much trouble has been en­ 
countered by the departm ent of inspec­ 
tion of 
workshops and facorles and 
the laboring people generally th at the 
law has been made absolutely neces­ 
sary. 
Owners of factories persist in 
employing children under the age the 
law specifies, and during a period they 
should be attending school. This, with 
tho false statem ents of both children 
and parents, has rendered it well nigh 
Impossible for the Inspectors to regu­ 
late the evil. 
W ith a record of the 
births, those interested may be ena­ 
bled to ascertain very quickly w hether 
or not a boy or girl is being compelled 
to work who is nuder the legal age. 
W hile the proposed 
bill 
wus 
being 
framed it occurred to the author as 
well as many of the legislators that 
the wise course would be to muke the 
subject a feature of th e new health 
code now in course of construction. It 
will be taken up in connection with 
other m atters of Interest to the health 
departm ents, and will be looked after 
by Senator Pollock aud others. 
At the request of the board Repre­ 
sentative E VV. Hill, of this couuty, 
will probably introduce u bill covering 
a subject of vital im portance to every 
working mau employed at the build­ 
ing trade. 
The laws relating to the 
proper protection 
of 
men 
engaged 
upon buildings iii course of construc­ 
tion are very lax as they now stand. 
The new bill will include the very Im­ 
portant feature of protection 
to 
the 
people who are compelled to pass to 
and fro near 
a 
partially completed 
structure; adequate and safe scaffold­ 
ing; substantial tem porary floors and 
elevator service, as well as many other 


to the w orkers have prom ised to look 
after these m atters when the code is 
up for consideration. 
The m em bers 
of 
the 
com m ittees 
were inform ed that it would be a great 
advantage to the workers of the state 
lf more power was delegated to fac­ 
tory inspectors. 
If these men were 
given authority to make arrests in case 
of violations of the laws many offend­ 
ers who are now allowed to go unpun­ 
ished would be brought to time. 
An 
inspector is supposed to be thoroughly 
posted on the law, and when he sees 
a violation he certainly knows It. 
As 
the law now stands he m ust take his 
evidence before a m agistrate and have 
a w arrant Issued. 
By the tim e all of 
the form alities have 
been 
complied 
w ith the offender may have rem edied 
the defect, discharged the 
child 
or 
taken some steps to defeat the ends 
of justice. R epresentative R. L. Wood­ 
burn, of Union county, has introduced 
a bill revising the factory and work­ 
shops law and an effort will be made 
to have the m atters outlined above em ­ 
bodied in his measure. 
R epresentative Charles Farner, 
of 
Toledo, has volunteered to look after 
the interests of the board during the 
w inter, and w ith what aid has been 
pledged by Hon. E. VV. Hill, Hon. D. 
W. C rist, both of Columbiana, all of 
the Cuyahoga delegation, w ith a large 
num ber of other representatives and 
senators, it is confidently expected the 
legislature will care for the proposed 
labor laws in a m anner which will In* 
both 
gratifying and beneficial. 
The 
Ohio Federation, while it represents 
the organized workmen of the state, 
has the welfare of all classes of wage 
earners at heart. W hat is accom plish­ 
ed by it toward better legislation for 
the working mau benefits the unorgan­ 
ized as well as the unionist, so either 
directly or indirectly the organization 
has the backing and support of near­ 
ly 75 
per cent of the population of 
Ohio.

Rev. Et!win Weary, at St. Stephen's 
church last evening, preached on "God 
anil the City." 
Referring to the Im 
morality said to exist In the Stafford 
shire pottery district, he read two let 
tors—one from Rev. Dr. Hinkle, of 
Steubenville, and another from Rev 
E E. Waters, vicar of Holy Trinity 
(Hope) Hanley, both of whom are well 
acquainted with existing conditions in 
their respective parishes. 
Rev. Mr. Waters took Issue with 
the vicar of Fenton and held that the 
-tandard of morality In the Stafford 
shire potteries Is r h high us that in 
any other manufacturing district. 
He 
upheld the purity of the women and 
paid a tribute to the honor and sta 
bilify of the men. 
Continuing, Rev. 
Mr. Weary said: 
"Brethren, I leave the contents of 
this letter with you. 
You are ae 
qunlnted with the conditions in Staf­ 
fordshire; I am not. 
Let us turn to 
our own city. Exaltation cannot come 
from below. 
It 
must 
come 
from 
above. 
It must come from the power 
behind the eternal throne. 
God works 
through human agenclea In bringing 
about His blessings. 
He 
becomes 
manifest through His children whom 
he Implores to ald Him in the exalta­ 
tion and elevation of the world. 
The 
standard of the city is In correspond­ 
ence with the standard of the citizens. 
Thus It relies upon each individual to 
play Ins or her part in the fulfilling of 
God’s eternal law. 
The city will nev­ 
er he exalted except, through the in­ 
dividual Influence of the church mem­ 
bers. 
We all know that this city Is 
not rh good morally os It might he, hut 
In this It is not worse thuu other cit­ 
ies. 
"W e heur people say that. the sa­ 
loon ought to be abolished while oth­ 
ers maintain that it is needed because 
it is the poor man's club. 
The saloon 
is not elevating lint it is legitimate 
and Is recognized by tho state. 
The 
saolonkeeper Is In the business for the 
money he can make out of it and he 
knows as well as you and I that It is 
not elevating, but degrading. 
It rests 
with us then to wipe out the saloon. 
As a help the state might be required 
to impose such a high license on the 
saloonkeeper that only honest 
men 
would he able to maintain the busi­ 
ness and conduct it honestly and legit­ 
imately. 
We cannot elevate the sa­ 
loon. that Is certain, hut we can re­ 
strict its license and wipe out a great 
purl of Its evil. 
lf, ns some say, the 
saloon is the poor man'B club. It is our 
duty to give hint something better. 
"Some 
people 
demand 
that 
the 
opera houses be closed because they 
are not fit places to visit. 
Brethren, 
I know many Godly, Christian men 
and women who make their honest 
living on the stage In plays that can 
harm no one. 
Shall the houses of 
amusement therefore be wiped out en­ 
tirely because there are some plays 
that are degrading? 
It is in your 
hands. 
Refuse to patronize the de­ 
grading in the drama and It will die 
out. 
Patronize only those plays which 
elevate and teach a lesson and you 
will be doing something far greater 
than eradicating the honest perform­ 
ance of high dramatic art. 
Wipe out 
the evil and replace It with the good." 
The rector spoke of the many excel­ 
lent men and women who work in the 
pottery plants, and said he had never 
met with anything hut courtesy among 
them. 
The worst form of evil In the 
potteries, in his opinion, was profane 
language from the Ups of boyg. Every 
Christian should do all he could to 
check it.

the legislature as to their attitude In 
regard to a number of measures for 
the benefit of labor In the state. 
A 
conference was arranged between tho 
board and the labor committee of both 
house and senate. 
It was decided to 
m eet In one of the committee rooms 
of the state house In the evening, and 
when the men assembled there was 
a 
good 
representation 
from 
both 
houses. 
During the afternoon of Thursday 
the executive hoard held a meeting 
at their hotel, and the several meas­ 
ures which It. was proposed to present 
to the legislature were shaped up. The 
list Is not long, but. the benefits to the 
wage earner will be very great in case 
the effort to have, them enacted Into 
laws Is successful. 
The meeting with the labor commit­ 
tees lasted for several hours, and 'when 
it had ended the members were thor 
oughly acquainted with the 
several 
matters they will be asked 
to 
pass 
upon. 
First in the list was mentioned 
a convict labor law. A measure of this 
character has been prepared by Sena­ 
tor Pollock, of Stark county, and It 
was carefully inspected by the board 
before the conference. The provisions 
were In every way satisfactory to the 
representatives of labor, and was en­ 
dorsed by them just as it had been 
framed. 
The bill will be introduced 
by Senator Pollock within a few days. 
The Stark county man also has a 
measure making it mandatory on the 
part of physicians 
to 
report every 
birth coming under the notice to the 
health department, to be made a mat­ 
ter of record by it. 
The intent of the 
new law is to go through the same pro­ 
cedure with refernco to births as 
is 
now iii effect covering a record 
of 
deaths. 
So much trouble has been en­ 
countered by the department of inspec­ 
tion of 
workshops and facorles and 
the laboring people generally that the 
law has been made absolutely neces­ 
sary. 
Owners of factories persist in 
employing children under the age the 
law specifies, and during a period they 
should be attending school. This, with 
the false statements of both children 
and parents, has rendered it well nigh 
Impossible for the inspectors to regu­ 
late the evil. 
With a record of the 
hlrths, those interested may be ena­ 
bled to ascertain very quickly whether 
or not a boy or girl is being compelled 
to work who Is under the legal age. 
While tho proposed 
bill 
was 
being 
framed it occurred to the author as 
well as many of the legislators that 
the wise course would be to make the 
subject a feature of the new health 
code now in course of construction. It 
will be taken up in connection with 
other matters of Interest to the health 
departments, and will be looked after 
by Senator Pollock and others. 
At the request of the board Repre­ 
sentative E W. Hill, of this county, 
will probably introduce a bill covering 
a subject of vital importance to every 
working man employed at the build­ 
ing trade. 
The laws relating to the 
proper protection 
of 
men 
engaged 
upon buildings in course of construc­ 
tion are very lax as they now stand. 
The new bill will include the very im­ 
portant feature of protection 
to 
the 
people who are compelled to pass to 
and fro near 
a 
partially completed 
structure: adequate and safe scaffold­ 
ing; substantial temporary floors and 
elevator service, as well as many other 


Important matters for the protection 
of life and limb. 
The text of the hill 
will be in shape to frame within 
short time, and it is thought will he 
one of the moat complete ever drawn 
While the eight hour law as applied 
to all Htate, county and municipal em 
ployes has been a dead letter In Ohio 
for several years, 
owing to the su­ 
preme court, having declared it uncon­ 
stitutional, it is now hoped that 
measure can be put through which will 
hold water. 
The state of Kansas has 
adopted and enforced an eight hour 
law. 
The courts of that state have 
declared it constitutional 
in 
every 
particular, aud a copy of the Kansas 
law will be secured for consideration 
at the hands of the Ohio lawmakers 
The Ohio Federation went on record 
as being in favor of a small school 
board elected at large; 
a minimum 
salary for teachers of $40 per month; 
free school books and a higher levy 
for the public schools. 
A school code 
will be adopted at the present 
ses­ 
sion of Hie legislature, and Hie mem­ 
bers of that body who are favorable 
to the workers have promised to look 
after these matters when the code is 
up for consideration. 
The members 
of 
tho 
committees 
were informed that it would be a great 
advantage to the workers of the state 
if more power was delegated to fac­ 
tory inspectors. 
If these men were 
given authority to make arrests in case 
of violations of the laws many offend­ 
ers who are now allowed to go unpun­ 
ished would lie brought to time. 
An 
Inspector is supposed to be thoroughly 
posted on the law, and when he sees 
a violation ho certainly knows It. As 
the law now stands he must take his 
evidence before a magistrate and have 
a warrant Issued. 
By the time all of 
the formalities have 
been 
complied 
with the offender may have remedied 
the defect, discharged the 
child 
or 
taken some steps to defeat the ends 
of justice. Representative R. I* Wood­ 
burn, of Union county, has introduced 
a bill revising the factory and work­ 
shops law and an effort will be made 
to have the matters outlined above em­ 
bodied in his measure. 
Representative Charles Farner, of 
Toledo, has volunteered to look after 
the Interests of the board during the 
winter, and with what aid has been 
pledged by Hon. E. W. Hill, Hon. D. 
W. Crist, both of Columbiana, all of 
the Cuyahoga delegation, with a large 
number of other representatives and 
senators, it is confidently expected the 
legislature will care for the proposed 
labor laws in a manner which will be 
both 
gratifying and beneficial. 
The 
Ohio Federation, while it represents 
the organized workmen of the state, 
has the welfare of all classes of wage 
earners at heart. What Is accomplish­ 
ed by it toward better legislation for 
the working man benefits the unorgan­ 
ized as well as the unionist, so either 
directly or indirectly the organization 
has the backing and support of near­ 
ly 75 
per cent of the population of 
Ohio. 


THE OHIO OLEO LAW 
MAY BE FOUND INVALID 


Case Pending in the Supreme Court to 
Decide the Validity of 
the Act. 
Columbus 
dispatches 
state 
that 
the 
Capital 
City 
Dairy 
company, 
which has the largest manufactory of 
oleomargarine a few days ago, will go 
out of business unless the decision of 
the supreme court holds the "leo" law 
unconstitutional. A decision Is expect­ 
ed In February. 
The case in the supreme court Is 
to decide the constitutionality of 
Hic 
law passed by the legislature a few 
years ago at the request 
of 
butter 
producers, prohibiting the coloring of 
oleomargarine. Prior to the passage 
of this law the company in question 
was making about 15,000,000 pounds 
of the oleo every year, which has now 
dwindled down to 3,500,000 pounds an­ 
nually. 
In 
this 
city there is not a 
one- 
twentieth part of the oleo used that 
there was three years ago. 
At 
that 
time there were several dealers 
sell­ 
ing it at a profit after paying the li­ 
cense fee of $50 a year for the privi­ 
lege. 
Now it is said there is no profit 
in the business.

Candy is 
often colored with deadly lead chro­ 
mate. Of 92 samples tested in Massa­ 
chusetts 18 were poisoned in that man­ 
ner. Marble dust is some times found 
in confectioners' sugar.

When the great bell at the top of 
the rotunda sounded the alarm of fire, 
every janitor, engineer and fireman J;: 
the building responded and the Tem­ 
ple fire brigade attached hose to the 
standpipe*, which extend from the

to

roof, 
and 
eight 
streams of water were turned upon 
the conflagration 
by 
the volunteer 
firemen. 
The fire began on the fifth floor. A 
lighted match carelessly thrown by an 
employe Into a pile of excelsior lying 
In a corner of the packing room is be­ 
lieved to have started the fire. 
The 
fire spread rapidly from the packing 
room to the other room* and in a few 
minute* the entire suite was in flames 
and the light shaft of the building was 
filled with amoke. 
The occupants, with the memory of
